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School Board atvd Civic Bodies Met With 
Pasadena School Officials Tuesday 
Night to Settle Problem 


A delegation Iroin Sierra Madre, 
consisting of J. 0. Smith and Mrs. 
Fletcher White of the local school 
board; George Norris, representing 
the chamber of commerce, and Mrs. 
W. C. Gruit and Mrs. Herbert Las- 
iter, representing the local P. T. A., 
met with the members of the Pasa¬ 
dena school board Tuesday evening 
at the board’s invitation, to discuss 
the matter of cost of transportation 
for Sierra Madre high school pupils 
attending Pasadena High. 

About nine representatives from 
La Canatla and perhaps 25 from 
an opportunity to present its partic¬ 
ular case in detail, receiving courte 
ous and attentive consideration from 
the Pasadena board throughout the 
South Santa Anita were present 
also, and each community was given 
entire conference. City Superinten 
dent Dr. John F. West, Principal 
Ewing of the high school, and a bus 
line representative were at hand to 
answer questions and offer sugges¬ 
tions. 

While the Sierra Madre delegatiort 
was the smallest present its spokes¬ 
man, J. O. Smith, received the only 
applause given when he concluded 
Ills eloquent appeal in beh&lf of the 
high school boy and girl in such out- 
tying sections as Sierra Madre, and 
made a plea for a six-cent round 

Observations 

Like every good thmg, the service 
club idea seems in danger of being 
run into the ground. Rotary was the 
pioneer, and Kiwanis followed soon 
after. So successful have they been 
and so much goo<l have they accom¬ 
plished that a whole host of organiz¬ 
ations of similar type have sprung 
into being, and still they come. 

Rotary started out by taking only 
one representative of each line of 
business in one club. Kiwanis and 
others admit two, or sometimes 
more, from the same line of business. 
All of them get around the restric¬ 
tion by sulxlividing the various busi¬ 
ness classifications. 

These clubs make a practice of 
weekly noon luncheons with pro¬ 
grams of entertainment and inspira¬ 
tion. Many of them undertake or 
sponsor dehnite huma'nitarian enter¬ 
prises. All of them set up codes of 
honor and service in business, com¬ 
munity spirit, cooperation in civic 
organization work, and good citizen¬ 
ship. There is nothing new or novel 
in their doctrines, but some of them 
find very effective means of put¬ 
ting their precepts into practice. 

The danger of running these clubs 
into the ground lies in over-organ¬ 
ization. In the larger cities they 
are getting so numerous that some 
are of necessity made up of material 
of no particular worth. And the zeal 
of the organizers in starting clubs 
in many smaller towns where justifi¬ 
cation for their existence may be 
questioned. 

So far Sierra Madre has man¬ 
aged to struggle along without one 
of these clubs. It seems inevitable 
that at least one shall be started in 
the not distant future. The rapid 
growth of the town in the last three 
or four years and the bright promise 
of early further development has 
focussed attention here. At least 
three of these organizations have 
Sierra Madre under serious consid¬ 
eration as a field for a new club. 

Two ifhportant questions arise in 
this connection; Is the time ripe 
for a service club? And when the 
time comes which club shall it be? 

If the new club is going to absorb 
energy and interest that are neces¬ 
sary for existing organizations the 
time is not ripe. The experience of 
ether nearby towns can be easily 
learned. As to the choice of clubs, 
obviously there will not be room for 
more than one service club for some 
time to come. It might as well be 
the best. 

Sierra Madre business men are a 
pretty level headed lot. They are 
not going to rush into what appears 
to be a popular movement merely 
on the representation of the first or¬ 
ganizer who happens along, whoever 
it may be. 

Formation of a service club will 
he an important step for the com- 
' munity when the time comes, in 
spite of the tendency of a lot of 
smart young authors to poke fun at 
the idea. 

In the meantime, drop into the 
Chamber of Commerce office and 
shake hands with Mr. Gruit, the 
new secretary. You will find him 
a delightful gentleman who is anx¬ 
ious to make the acquaintance of 
everybody in town but is handicapped 
by not being able to be everywhere 
at once. With the summer season 
to get acquainted with the situa- 
tiofi, he will doubtless be able to 
get a running start on early fall 
activities. —G. B. M. 


trip fare from Sierra Madre, instead 
of the present sixteen-cent charge.

Each 
delegation I was asked to send two 
representatives to meet with the 
Pasadena board next Monday even¬ 
ing, July C, when a final adjustment 
is expected. 

It transpired during the evening 
that the members of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre school board were not strangers 
to the Pasadena board by any means, 
that the matter of our transporta¬ 
tion has been under discussion for 
some time, and that, should the six- 
cont round trip be grunted, it will 
be due to the persistent effort and 
the expeniiiture of time and energy 
on the part of the local board.

' slight I0.S.S in property. Miss Jessie 
Ward received a letter from Mrs. 
Olivia Beers, a few days ago, to the 
effect that only a few broken ilishes 
and crockery bore evidence of the 
earthquake at her home. Mrs. Beers 
wa.s in San Diego at the time of the 
quake ad did not arrive home until 
later in the day. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilbur L. Gilliland 
and two boys of .Santa Barbara 
ilrove down Wednesday, Mr. Gilliland 
returning home the .same day while 
his family remain for a visit with 
the Lord anil Caskey families. Their 
departure from Santa Barbara was 
not occasioneil by the quake, the 
visit having been previously planned. 

The Gilliland home is on the heights 
above the mission, which was dam¬ 
aged by the collapse of the bell tow¬ 
ers. Although their residence was 
built of cement blocks, it was not 
damaged lieyond slight cracks in the 
walls. Some dishes were thrown to 
the floor but none was broken. 

The Santa Barbara Title company, 
of which Mr. Gilliland is an officer, 
has its office on State street a short 
distance below the wrecked San 
Marcos building. He says the front 
and rear walls of their building were 
so badly damaged that they will 
have to be replaced. Mrs. Gilliland 
says she has gained a better idea of 
the details of the catastrophe from 
newspaper pictures than from her 
own ob.servation because of the strict 
guard which was maintained to keep 
everybody away from the damaged 
portions of the city who did not 
have business requiring their pres¬ 
ence there. 

Ole Hanson, well, known real e.s- 
tate man with large holdings in 
.Sierra Madre, was spending his va¬ 
cation on the beach at Santa Bar¬ 
bara when the quake started. .Ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Hanson there was lit¬ 
tle excitement, so far as the popula¬ 
tion was concerned. After the build¬ 
ings had fallen the police roped off 
the streets and guards were posteil. 
i W. E. Doty also visited the strick- 
! en city this week and reports th;it 
I the city is one of the most desolate 
j looking places he has ever seen, al- 
! though the work of replacing the 
fallen buildings has already started. 

The shock of the quake was felt 
slightly in Sierra Madre but not 
Sufficiently strong to cause damage. 

Fireworks 
Verboten in 
This City 

“Absolutely no fireworks in .Sierra 
Madre on July 4,” .says City Mar¬ 
shal A. M. Uilell. Mr. Udell has 
been repeatedly called on the tele¬ 
phone this week by people who be¬ 
lieve that their particular part of 
town should l>e exempt, he says, hut 
the danger of fire is so great ami 
the possible con.sequence is so .serious 
that not a single exception to the 
onlinance can be made. 

Special plans have been prepared 
by Ranger M. H. Davis and Mr. 
Udell for an air-tight protection over 
July 4th. Registrars are being sta¬ 
tioned at the foot of all trails and 
the entrances to canyons, who.se duty 
it will be to stop every automobile 
or pedestrian entering the.se canyons 
or trails and have each hiker or 
•Iriver of each automobile register. 
The public will be informed by these 
registrars that camp fires will he 
allowed only in the public camps of 
the canyons, also that no smoking 
is jiermitted within the forest ex¬ 
cept at public camps and places of 
habitation. No fireworks will be 
allowed him within the forest anti fire 
works found on persons will he con- 
fi.scateil. Special patrolmen will also 
be on duty in the Big and Little 
Santa Anita canyons to police the 
camps anti trails. The earne.st co¬ 
operation of the public in preventing 
fires and in using particulaf care in 
the hantlling of fire in any form is 
requestetl, Mr. Davis says.

This numerical strength 
is not fair to the opposition, Jones 
hohls, noi i.s it good for the more 
important team. Jones is now con¬ 
ducting coacliing school at Colorado 
State Teachers College in Grerjley.
